We are to make every concession 
possible at once—we are to injure our home and co 
lonial interests by the admission of French wines 
we are to furnish France with every material for war 
and manufactures—we are to sacrifice four millions of 
revenue to wheedle France into peace---and we are 
to make up that loss, and other losses, by the inflie- 
tion of an income-tax. Yet we must not speak a 
word of complaint! We must submit to all as to 
death or fate. The great Conservative party 
must not dare to whisper a word of opposition 
“through fear of a rupture with France.” There 
lies the secret. If we do not assent to this treaty, 
France will be offended, and possibly hostile. 
This isa new argument to be used in an English 
journal, while advocating commercial arrangements. 
Was it to enforce the ratification of this treaty that 
Louis Napoleon has employed all his arsenals and 
dock yards“ and is the treaty to be thrust upon us 
whether we will or no, by the point of the bayonet ? 
What interest at home is benefited by this treaty, 
which, on pain of war, we are forbidden to oppose ? 
Coal is very necessary for a nation whose steamships 
outnumber ours; therefore, our coal merchants will, 
to some degree, be benefited. Machinery ia very 
useful to a people who have made preparations, at a 
not distant day, to beatus from the market; therefore, 
our mechinists will be somewhat » The 
wealthy, too, may luxuriate in an extra enter tainment, 
now that French wines may be admitted. Bat the in- 
terest which derives the greatest benefit from this 
treaty is that of the cotton manufacture. For some 
years their twists and coarse fabrics will find entrance 
into France, until the French learn to manufacture 
them more cheaply. That interest, above all others, 
has been consulted in the case, and for a valid reason’ 
The cotton and manufacturing class command 9) 
votes in the House of Commons, and, in the face of 
the threatened defection of the Irish members, it 
was necessary to propitiate them at any cost to the 
general public. 

If we are to trust those who ought to know, the 
loss to the revenue is to be made up by theimposition 
of an exorbitant income-tax. In other words, the 
clerk, the trader, the professional, and the gentry, 
are with one hand to bribe France, and with the 
other to pay whatever profitthe millowner may exact. 
This is the treaty we must not speak of, through fear 
ofa rupture with France. We value the French 
alliance as much as any, but alliance must not mean 
base subserviency. You never can buy offan enemy ; 
by concessions you only furnish him with means of 
mischief. All history tells this truth, Com the 
Roman era to the present hour. What happened 
within the last fortnight? No sooner was this treaty 
agreed upon, and the Emperor had gained ome con: 
cession, than he demanded another. France is mis- 
shapen on the side of Savoy, so his organe preach up 
annexation, and sixty thousand men are te be sent to 
Tuscany, if Victor Emmanuel will not yield. 
What is the position of the English Cabinet“ 
In July last they remonstrated with Count 
Walewski, but now they ere compelled to my 
that, “if the Emperor wills to have it, he 
„must. No English Ministry ever stood in so dis- 


graceful a position asthe present in respect to this 


question of Savoy alone; utterly helpless, incapable 
of resistance, bound hand and fuot by a selfish in- 
terest on the one hand, and by a ruineus treaty on 
the other, they are compelled to assent, mufteringly 
indeed, but feebly, against u 
dare not resist. 

No cries ot “Coalition,” no threats of a rupture 
with France, will deter Lord Derby from analysing 
this treaty, and, if need be, ejecting the Ministry 
who framed it. It would be desirable to suffer the 
Cabinet to humiliate itself still further, if that be 
possible; but it is a serious question whether the 
country shall be humiliated with them, governed as 
it is like a province of France.

It isa legal maxim that ignorance of the law is no ex- 
euse for the breach of it. If, then, every member of 
the enlightened British public must make himself 


acquainted with all the laws which are to govern his 
conduct, itis but just that those laws should be as 
terse and simple as possible. This principle applies 
especially to the criminal law, which deals with 
men's lives and liberties. But, when our readers are 
informed that the criminal code of this country is 
scattered over several hundred statutes, 
to the reign of Edward the First, it will be obvious 
to them that neither terseness nor simplicity are its

A more important measure than this, which assimi« 
the criminal law of England and Ireland, re-

The subject is too large for minute criticism in the 
columns of a newspaper, but we may say that, whilst 
the established principles of the criminal law are 
carefully adhered to, numerous inconsistencies in the 
letter of it are got rid of. Metaphysical subtleties, 
more suited for the amusement of schoolmen than 
for application to the concerns of life and death, are 
cleared away from the law of treason and murder. 
A uniform procedure is established for bob 
countries; and, whilst a convenient division into the 
various headings under which the different branches 
of the criminal law naturally range themselves is 
effected, a unity of design is preserved in the whole. 
What modifications these bills may receive in Parlia- 
ment we cannot anticipate ; but we fecl that, executed 
as they are by members of the Irish Bar, we may 
congratulate our countrymen on the accomplishment 
by them of a task so difficult and useful, demanding 
great research, accurate thought, and comprehensive

The Daily News on the Opposition to the Com- 


mercial Treaty. 
The main provisions of the new Commercial Treaty 
having been no secret for some time past, it is not sur- 
rising that a general outline of its contents should 
— transpited before the adjourned day of its official 
exposition. And, having trans ired, it was equally 
certain to provoke premature discussion. There can 
de vo doubt, however, that this is a practical incon- 
venience, and the unavoidable delay of Mr. Gladstone's 
statement is so far unfortunate. It is impossible fairly 
to discuss the details and ben of such an important 
measure from the meagre outline of its general pro- 
visions we published yesterday. Some of them, such 
as the rights which the English Government reserves, 
cannot be understood even without some more explicit 
statement of their meaning. Lord John Russells re- 
ference to the subject in the House of Commons last 
night is thus perfectly just. While allowing that the 
published outtine is in the main correct, he at the same 
time added that in his opinion the Treaty could not Le 
understood unless submitted to the House as a whole.” 
Many of the points of the Treaty are of course per- 
fectly intelligible at once, but it is impossible to say 
how, as a whole, it will affeet our own Heal and 
economical prospects until it is exhibited in con- 
nection with the furthcomiag Budget, whose special 
arrangements it will, of course, so largely influence 
There are many, however, not only prepared, but eager 
to pronounce an absolute verdict in the absence of the 
necessary evidence. That the proposed changes should 
be diligently canvassed in the city, and in the great 
centres of manufacturing industry, amongst the classes 
more directly interested in their provisions, is perfectly 
natural. But it ie not in the commercial and manufac- 
turing districts that the greatest excitement is weni- 
fested. Dirmingham. Manchester, and Liverpool ean 
afford to wait till Friday for the exposition of the new 
Treaty. Dut the ardent free traders on the Opposition 
benches are not equally patient. It is almost im ble to 
restrain the impetaosity of their excessive liberaliem. 
Having hunted Sir Robert Peel to the death, derided 
his free-trade principles and policy, and persecuted his 
consistent followers, they have, of course, the finest nose 
in the world for an economical heresy. Already they 
scent a Protectionist taint in the new Treaty, and more 
than suspect Mesars. Cobden and Bright of reactionary 
and Conservative leanings. And their righteous soul 
being vexed with such painful surmises, these champions 
of “ unrestricted competition” rise night after night in 
both Houses to urge the immediave production of the 
obnoxious instrument 
We do not think thie disinterested anxiety on the 
part of the Opposition is shared to any considerable ex- 
tent by the public at large. Every one ls, of course, 
desirous of knowing accurately the details of the Treaty, 
but those most interested in its provisions are quite will- 
ing to walt three days for the official statement. Io 
the matter of commereial reform the public are indeed 
uite as much disposed to trust Mr. Cobden and My 
Gladstone as Lord Derby and Mr. Disraeli. They io 
not believe that the member for Rochdale is like! 
to betray the cause to which he has devoted his 
life, or that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
ie the statesman to inangurate a reactionary fecal 
policy: The details of the Treaty, so far as they are 
nown, justify this confidence. t removes injurious 
restrictions on our trade and commerce, abolishes pro-

The question of supplying the city with water by other 
means than the canals was mooted by the engineer of the 
Corporation, shortly after the advent of bis admission to 
office. Whether called for by the Corporation does not ap- 
pear, but an elaborate report was published, at the expense 
of the citizens, pointing out the necessity for a more abundant 
supply of water, which, it was stated. wae essential te be 
made at high pressure; and the erroneous, but fashionable 
theory of the day, since exploded, that large volumes of 
water should be used for cleansing shores, and preserving the 
health of cities, was availed of, to make the citizens believe that 
the canalscould not give a sufficient quantum. In short, a 
sufficiently case was made out to attract public atten- 
tion, and The Sanitary Association,” which, under the able

took nn the question as one ersentially belonging to ite 
— and theroaghly investigated the whole, calling before 
it, from time to time, the several engineers who had considered 
the subject, and ‘obtaining from them and others. „ body 
of evidence which, in fact, left nothing to be added to it. 

From this evidence, which was published ia ene. it ap-

On further investigation, the association also became sa- 
tisfied that there was abundant water te be had from the 
two canals for all the requirements of Í?ublin ; that if taken 
at certain points on each line, the altitude for a high pressure 
service would be more than sufficient, and tha“ almost any 
impurity complained of would be avoided. Further, that a 
very simple arrangement, aided by the position of the land, 
4% at those points, and excavations which had been made for 
canal purposes, would enable settling basins, or reservoirs, to 
be constructed at avery moderate cost, and that by laying 
pipes along the cabal banks (all purchase of land being thus

It may, therefore, be understood why the views of the 
Sanitary were not adopted; but they were 
grounded * such -e ident data, and so extensively 
published, that the only course which could be taken was to 
call upon an engincer of eminence to deeide what plan should 
be carried owt, and Mr. Thomas Hawksley, of London, was 
selected, then conducting the water works of Liverpool. 

Whether the selection was made because Mr. Hawksley 
had. in those works, adopted a similar course te that proposed 
for Dublia—namely, to collect the water by catchment from 
Rivington hills, chiefly composed of peat bog—canact be 
said. but such is the fact: and the water since brought to 
Liverpool from that source is diled with the unwholesome 
and Tiscoloured juices and impurities of peat. It may be 
assumed, however, that Mr. Hawksley had even thea seen his 
own error, for he hesitated to adopt the plan aí the Cor poration 
engineer. ‘I his was, no doubt, distasteful, and a rather awkward 
position for the Corporation ; and it was announced that the 
numerous occupations of the consulting engineer would pre- 
vent his report being made for some time. The question, 
therefore, slumbered for three or four years, during which 
period the illness and absence of Sir Edward Borough closed 
the meetings of the Sanitary Associatiog proper, as well as 
the meetings of the Sanitary Committee, who, it appeared, 
had nothing more to do when its rival no longer ex led. 

The report upon the water plan, however, came at last, 
when, to the surprise of Dublin, it was a direct and specific 
recommendation of a plan whieh was stated to be Mr. 
Hawhkslev's, but which—cerbalrm ef iverctim—was, and ia, 
the plan specitically recommended by the Sanitary Axsocia- 
tion. The water was not to be taken from the Dublia Moun- 
tains: it was to be drawn from each canal, at the identical 
places w here the association plans poiuted out, ‘The same placrs 
were selected for the settling basins or reservoirs—the same 
course adopted for laying the Pipes along the canal banks to 
the re ervoirs of the city. In faoi, all was the sama, with 
thie difference only—that it was announced as Mr. Hawke- 
ley’s plan. and the Corporation engineer backed the report by 
one from himself, approving of it in every fartieular.

A statement of the failures arising out of the last 
commercial crisis in America has been published, from 
which we glean the following particulars — The num- 
ber of failures in Toronto trom 1857 to 1869 amounted 
to 84, involving a liability of 4,059,560 dols. In the 
whole of Upper Canada the total amount of failures was 
506, and the total amount of liabilities 5,101,874 dols. 
for the same time. Montreal got off much better than 
Toronto. There the number of failures from 1857 to 
1689 was 97. and the liabilities 2,255,040 dole. In the 
whole of Lower Canada, exclusive of Montreal, the 
failures were 62, and the liabilities 2,405,770 dels. In 
the rest of British North America the liabilities resul- 
ting from failures were 3,000,000 dole, making a grand 
total in all of 848 fuilares, with liabilities to the amount 
of 16,561,909 doles. Of this sum about 2,000,000 dols. 
will very likely be paid in full, while upon the balance 
it is thought only $00,000 dals. will be realised, leaving 
a loss to creditors of about 14,000,000 doles. 


Earnruquase in Taswaria.-—On the Bath November, 
about five o'clock, a violent shock of an earthquake was 
felt at Clreular Head, frightening the inhabitants out of 
thelr beds, and even ont of their houses, in their night 
dresses, many expecting them to fall.

The Times says the details which have just appeared
